equally respousiblo with his principal for all the - 
obligations entered into -by the latter, which the 
former .undertakes ‘shall ‘be fulfilled ; and they 
plead in excuse’ that Chinege Judicial . practice, 
whilst admitting the liwbility-of a suroty for the 
acts and defaults of his principal, ia nevertheless 
always careful to treata surety when involved 
through the misconduct vf ‘his principal ith 
peculiar lenity, and will not allow’ of being 
prosecuted of pressed until’ the. ability of the 
principal to make. good all defalestions for 
himself ie despaired-of, io matter how stringent 
or how positive the terms in which the guarantee 
may be drawu uy 3 

Under these circumstances, it is cleat that it 
isnot ‘desirable to regard Chincee “4 Security 
Chops”, in the light of: soleinn guarantees, to by 
conatrued,..as with ourselves, to the yery letter 2 - 
but that they ‘should always'be'kecepted’ with’, 
that reservation, -both as Yegards. construction 
and intention, which seems inseparable ‘from * 
such instruments according to. Chinesa habit of 
thought and,. udicial-practics, ‘Tho. Undersignod 
would « theréfore xecommend. hia countrymen, 
when taking. snch documenta, eliher to see that
